Tho  district  is  well  served  with  officiant  sewers,  and  practically  all  houses 
in  the  built-up  areas  are  provided  with  water  closets.  Thero,  remains,  however  a 
fow  outlying  portions  of  the  area,  and  houses  on  the  hill-tops,  which  are  not  within 
a reasonable  distance  of  the  sowers;  these  are  provided  with  pail-closets. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Owing  to  salv?.ging  the  collection  of  refuse  was  confined  to  two  days  a week. 

On  the  disposal  of  refuse,  the  centralized  system  of  tipping  and  control  is 
being  carried  out  very  satisfactorily.

During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  a survey  of  all  the  shops  in 
9 the  area  in  compliance  with  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  reports  that  nearly  all  of 
thom  are  satisfactory.  Where  they  were  not  in  all  respects  in  compliance,  letters 
were  sent  to  the  occupier  and  the  matters  wore  immediately  attondod  to . 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  a plentiful  and  good  water 
supply  direct  from  the  mains  of  the  Abertillery  & District  'Water  Board. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  schools  themselves  are  of  modern  con- 
struction; periodical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  a 
fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  order  is  maintained  in  and  about  the 
school. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMIITG  BATHS. 


Extensive  facilities  are  provided  for  sun-bathing  and  games.  Facilities  are 
also  provided  for  Juvenile  instruction  and  schools  received  instruction  during  the 
past  year.  The  total  number  ox  attendances  of  pupils  who  received  such  instruction 
was  2,894  and  a largo  number  acquired  a certificate  of  proficiency,.

INSPECTION-  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MEAT  - These  important  duties  were  discharged  with  the  same  vigilance  as  in  the 
past.  . 0 ' - 

Since  the  Ministry  of  Food  brought  about  the  centralization  of  slaughtering, 
it  was  not  found  necessary  to  pay  visits  to  any  of  the  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district.,  as  all  food  animals  v^ere  slaughtered  at  the  "Buttry  Hatch" 
Slaughterhouse,  Maesycwmmer.-  However,  inspections  to  the  Meat  Purveyors'  shops 
had  to  be  carried  out  with  the  same  care  as  in  the  past. 
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Pull  advantage  was  again  taken  by  persons  who  reared  pigs  on  cottage  premises, 
or  small  holdings,  and  178  were  killed  thereon  after  due  notice  of  intended 
slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
(604)>  the  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council,  and  in  accordance  with  an 
order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood, 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council,  76  samples 
of  milk  (including  repeat  samples)  were  taken  for  bacteriological  tests  and  the 
methylehe  blue  tests.  Some  of  the  samples  were  taken  at  the  farm  premises,  but 
the  majority  were  ladled  out  of  jacks,  serving  pails,  and  churns  of  retailers  in 
the  dust  laden  streets. 

Retailers  whose  milk  samples  were  not  satisfactory  were  interveiwed  personally 
and  notified  that  repeat  samples  would  be  taken.  If  the  repeat  samples  were  again 
unsatisfactory  the  vendors  responsible  were  reported  to  the  Council  and  further 
measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  was  brought  up  to  a high  standard. 

The  most  important  feature  of  those  samples,  however,  is  in  regard  to  inocu- 
lation for  tubercle  bacillus,  none  of  the  tests  proving  positive.  This  is  a good 
record  and  the  information  is  very  satisfactory, 

Number ous  complaints  were  received  of  sour  milk.  It  generally  applied  to  milk 
brought  into  the  district.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  persons  concerned  and 
every  effort  was  made  to  eliminate  this  waste  of  milk. 

Visits  were  made  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  the  year,  and  it  was  in  a 
few  cases  only,  that  the  cleanliness  Was  not  satisfactory.  The  farmer  was  spoken  to, 
and  when  a revisit  was  made  the  conditions  were  improved.

Overcrowding  was  again  a matter  for  careful  consideration.  A large  number  of 
repairs  was  carried  out  to  house  property,  but  owing  to  a shortage  of  labour  and 
building  material,  the  repairs  were  of  a low  standard,  and,  with  a number  of  houses 
which  should  have  been  demolished,  but  are  occupied,  there  was  a general  deterioration 
of  house  property.

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  the  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs  is  by 
stripping,  spraying,  and  in  some  instances  the  Painters  Blow-Lamp  was  used. 

Sprays  on  loan,  and  a tin  of  fluid  were  supplied  to  tenants  of  private  houses. 

All  vacant  Council  Houses  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Health  Department.  ^ 
A visit  is  then  made  to  the  premises  and  if  necessary  disinfestation  is  carried  out 
before  the  in-going  tenant  occupies  the  premises. 

No  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  beds  of  in-going  tenants  were  free  from 

bugs . 


Disinf estation  is  carried  out  in  the  Council  Houses  by  direct  labour,  and 
in  other  cases  this  work  is  undertaken  by  the  owners  or  occupiers.
